LONDON'. April 13.—The triple al- 


liance has ordered Its members to go 
on strike at 10 o'clock Friday night. 


J. H. Thomas, executive head of the 


National Union of Railway Men made 
this announcement shortly 
before 


noon today. Strike orders have gone 
out to the railmen and transport work- 
ers to walk out at the appointed time 
in support of the miners who have 
rejected the settlement basis offered 
by the government and 
the mine 


owners yesterday. 


Together with the miners, the rail- 


men and transport workers constitute 
the triple alliance, directly controlling 
approximately 4.000.000 workers. Be- 
sides, about 1.000.000 other workers, 
engaged in industries absolutely de- 
pedent upon the alliance will be made 
Jobless by the strike, so that by the 
end of tho week the United Kingdom 
will see five million workers idle. 


The strike which now can be avert- 


ed only by an eleventh hour back- 
down by one side or the other, would 


j be the most gigantic and most com- 
iplete in the history of Europe with 
[the possible exception of the German 
(general strike in 1913 which led to 
] the collapse of Kaiserism and the cre- 
jatloa of a republic.
